53 YEARS 
OF GROWTH 


"How overwhelmingly great is His power to ns believers!" From 
His display of this magnificent power God has enabled men to 
form the Washington Bible College. This display of His power 
began fifty-three years ago when Rev. Edward Collamore, desir- 
ing to encourage home Bible study, organized the American 
Home Bible Institute. Another organization resulted from the vi¬ 
sion of Rev, C. W. Oyer and other ministers. Their vision, like 
Mr. Coll am ore's, arose from a need to train Christian laymen in 
Biblical truth. These men originated the Washington School of 
the Bible, which emphasized preaching the Word. The school 
operated as an evening school for Christians in the Washington 
area. Simultaneously a third institution, the Bible Institute of 
Washington, was formed by Dr. A. R + Kuldell. This organization 
had a strong missionary emphasis. From this institute a program 
of high academic standards and of special interest in reaching the 
Jew developed. Each of these institutions realized that the Wash¬ 
ington area could be afforded the best possible training institution 
by combining these three schools. Finally in 1938 the union was 
effected, establishing the Washington Bible Institute, And so the 
foundation for WBC was laid. The continual growth of the Insti¬ 
tute brought demands for a more specialized and extensive train¬ 
ing program, so that in 1946 the evening school curriculum was 
expanded into a three-year Bible Institute program. 





Fifteen students comprised its first graduating class in 1949. By 
1953 the student body had increased so that it was possible to 
inaugurate a four-year degree program. In the fall of that year, 
the District of Columbia recognized the Institute as qualified to 
grant a Bachelor of Arts in Biblical Education. The Washington 
Bible College became the name for this institution in 1956, 
reflecting its high standards of education. The College's facilities 
in the District, once estimated to have the capacity to house 125 
students, proved to be too small as the College enrollment 
reached 250. After many futile attempts to expand those facilities, 
it was apparent to the trustees that the only solution, if WBC 
were to grow, was to move where more land was available. God 
opened the door for this expansion when the sixty-three acre 
campus of the Divine Savior Seminary in nearby Lanham, Mary¬ 
land, was placed on the market for sale in December of 1968. The 
trustees, after investigating this property, agreed unanimously to 
make an offer. After several complications, the owners finally 
accepted this offer in June of 1969, so that the College could es- 
tablish itself on the new campus when the fall semester began. 
Though the buildings provide the basic needs for school opera¬ 
tion, there is a pressing need for more dormitories and classroom 
space. The College rejoices in God's provision for the teaching of 
His Word.
